Editorial 

Rocking  the  vote 

All  right  you  unshackled  souls  on  the  other  side  of  the  alleged  generation 
gap-you  have  the  vote  now. 

Today  you  are  entitled  to  walk  into  the  polling  booth,  to  close  the  curtains 
behind  you  and  to  push  the  levers  in  the  confessional  of  the  democratic  idea. 

Do  not  let  anything  dissuade  you  from  doing  just  that,  for  you  will  never  be 
completely  happy  with  the  candidates. 

Why?  Because,  as  in  a supermarket,  what  is  available  is  generally  pre-packaged. 
You  may  not  want  exactly  the  amount  in  the  package.  You  may  not  want  exactly 
what  brands  are  being  offered.  There  may  be  some  deceit  in  the  labeling. 

The  manager  will,  of  course,  defend  the  labeling  and  the  package.  He  will  not 
split  the  packages  for  you.  And  he  can  stock  only  those  brands  the  corporation 
sends  him. 

The  chances  are  you  will  never  be  offered  a package  candidate  who  Is  100  per 
cent  your  soul’s  choice.  Staying  away  is  the  one  thing  you  must  not  do.  If  the 
difference  in  your  own  minds  is  as  little  as  one-one  hundred  thousandth  of  a 
percentage  point,  you  must  still  vote  it. 

The  responsibility  inherent  in  casting  that  single  vote  is  staggering,  for  with  that 
we  affirm  our  faith  in  man  and  institutions.  This  does  not  mean  starry-eyed, 
fuzzy-headed  enthusiasm,  or  galloping  utopianism,  but  simply  a vision  of  a goal 
toward  which  we  may  direct  our  efforts.  The  elimination  of  poverty,  the  securing 
of  lasting  peace  and  perfect  brotherhood  may  be  unattainable  goals,  but  that 
doesn’t  render  all  effort  fultile.  In  combatting  entrenched  wrongs,  we  must  expect 
to  lose  many  battles  before  our  first  victory.  Our  persistence  may  sometimes  seem 
senseless  and  the  gains  insignificant. 

How  preposterous  of  a poor  carpenter  to  believe  that  a few  open-air  sermons 
would  change  anything!  Or  of  an  idealistic  doctor  to  hope  that  curing  a few  African 
villagers  would  have  any  lasting  value.  Or  of  one  black  American  minister  to  believe 
that  marching  along  dusty  southern  roads  would  help  and  racial  inequality.  Yet 
each  of  these  efforts  has  had  an  impact.  Is  it  so  absurd  to  think,  then,  that  a vote 
cast  intelligently  will  have  an  effect? 

Rarely,  if  ever,  do  we  stand  at  a point  in  history  and  say,  before  the  fact,  this  is  a 
turning  point.  We  are  at  one  of  these  points.  But  whether  we  really  turn  is  up  to  we 
new  voters.  For  us,  and  for  the  rest  of  the  world,  the  future  is  now.

BYU  Institute 
moves  into  north

Alaskan  Indians  will  soon  be 
receiving  economic,  agricultural 
and  educational  aid  through  the 
BYU  Institute  of  American  Indian 
(Services,  says  Dr.  Dale  T.  Tingey, 
director  of  the  Institute. 

At  the  request  of  President 
Weston  Killpack  of  the 
Alaska-British  Columbia  Mission, 
Tingey  in  early  September 
traveled  through  parts  of  Canada 
i and  Alaska  to  meet  and  discuss 
possibilities  with  Pres.  Killpack 
and  a number  of  Indian  leaders. 

“The  Indian  leaders  were  very 
receptive  and  interested  in  the 
programs  and  technical  assistance 
we  have  available,”  said  Tingey. 

Since  1966,  the  Institute, 

: described  as  “the  action  arm  of 
She  University  among  the 
Lamanite  groups,”  has  undertaken 
i number  of  projects  throughout 
:he  United  States,  Canada  and 
[Mexico  to  educate  Indians  in 
rechnicfues  of  farming  and 
management  of  small  businesses. 
In  addition,  it  has  helped  to 
provide  the  necessary  tools  and 
i squipment  withjvhich  the  people 
can  then  establish  themselves  and 
Decome  self-sufficient. 

Tingey  indicated  the  Institute 
aas  several  programs  already 
thriving  in  Canadar  but  this  year 
narks  the  first  opportunity  it  has 
nad  to  cooperate  with  the  Alaskan 
aatives  in  improving  their 
conditions. 

‘The  Church  is  having 
considerable  success  in  Alaska,” 
ne  continued.  “There  is  a pioneer 
spirit  and  enthusiasm  which  is 
naking  Alaska  very  attractive  to 
nany  people.  The  scenery  is 
excellent  and  people  are  very 
friendly  and  warm.” 

Yet  above  these  encouraging 
signs  looms  a devastating  problem 
that  threatens  to  deter  all  progress 
tor  the  people  unless  it  can  be 
overcome,  that  of  alcoholism. 

INDIANS  “are  very  desirous  to 


have  help  with  the  problem  of 
alcoholism  ...”  Tingey  noted.  At 
present,  the  Institute  is  working 
with  the  Alcoholics  Anonymous 
Association  in  Alaska  to  “provide 
materials  and  organization  so  that 
former  ^alcoholics  will  be  able  to 
assist  those  who  are  fighting  the 
problem,”  he  continued.  “Right 
now,  the  greatest  need  is  for 
teaching  materials.” 

To  meet  the  need,  according  to 
the  Institute,  BYU  plans  to 
produce,  “expressly  for  Indian 
audiences,  three  25-minute'  color 
motion  pictures  and  ten  color 
filmstrips  dealing  with  Indian 
alcoholism.”  The  materials  are 
expected  to  be  completed  “within 
a year.” 

Still  another  primary,  and 
perhaps  evqn  the  foremost, 
concern  of  the  Alaskan  Indians  is 
the  education  of  their  children. 
“Education  seems  to  be  their  first 
interest  and  then  assistance  with 
their  social  problems  such  as 
unemployment,  alcoholism, 
housing,”  Tingey  emphasized. 

Having  just  received 
approximately  $960  million  in 
reparations  plus  40  million  acres 
in  land  claims  from  the  federal 
government,  the  Indians  will  have 
at  their  disposal  vast  amounts  of 
financial  resources  for 
self-improvement.  For  Indian 
students  desiring  to  study  at  BYU, 
the  Alaskan  Bureau  of  Indian 
Affairs  has  been  very  generous  in 
extending  funds  through  grants 
and  scholarships. 

ONE  STUDENT  receiving 
financial  assistance  is  Georgia 
Mather,  of  Ketchikan,  Alaska, 
now  a junior  majoring  in 
psychology.  About  BYU,  she 
commented,  “I  didn’t  expect  it  to 
be  this  way.  I really  enjoy  going 
to  school  here.  The  first  year  I 
came,  I was  scared-I  thought  it 
would  be  very  difficult  to  try  to 
get  to  know  people.”  Miss  Mather, 
noting  that  higher  education  is

strongly  stressed  in  Ketchikan, 
feels  she  was  inspired  mostly  by 
her  parents. 

Another  student  who  was  able 
to  take  advantage  of  B.I.A. 
resources  is  Arlene  Edenshaw,  a 
freshman  law  enforcement  major 
from  Annette  Island  off  the  coast 
of  Ketchikan.  Miss  Edenshaw,  the 
daughter  of  a branch  president, 
also  had  favorable  impressions  of 
BYU  and  felt  her  decision  to 
attend  BYU  was  made  largely 
through  the  efforts  of  the 
missionaries  in  the  Ketchikan 
area. 

The  girls  felt  that  their 
adjustment  to  college  was  greatly 
facilitated  through  their 
participation  in  the  special 
General  Curriculum  program 
established  mainly  for  the  benefit 
of  Lamanite  students  at  BYU.

T o work  for  Security  is  “an

to  gain  a general  amount  of 
experience  to  go  along  with  their 
education,”  said- Lt.  Robert  W. 
^Kelshaw,  assistant  to  Security 
Chief  Swen  Nielsen.

traffic  clerks,  working  in  the 
office  to  serve  students.  “It’s  a 
good  experience,  and  you  get  to 
meet  people,  even  though  it’s 
(traffic  clerk  work)  not  directly 
involved  with  law  enforcement,” 
said  Clayton  Allred,  a traffic  clerk 
and  law  enforcement  major. 

Allred  said  he  hopes  to  work 
outdoors  with  Security  as  soon  as 
he  is  old  enough  to  apply.  To 
work  outdoors,  an  employee  must 
be  at  least  twenty-one,  explained 
Allred. 

There  are  also  traffic  control 
directors  and  reserves.  The  control 
directors  regulate  traffic  and  work 
at  the  outdoor  booths,  along  with 
numerous  other  jobs.  Reserves  are 
those  men  who  replace  the 
full-time  officers,  who  for  some 
reason  or  another,  cannot  report 
for  duty. 

Although  law  enforcement 


majors  have  priority  over  other 
student  applicants,  all  students  are 
considered  for  employment. 
About  5 00  or  more  , students 
apply  yearly  for  work  with 
Security,  estimated  Lt.  Kelshaw. 

To  be  hired,  a student  is 
required  to  pass  a written  exam,  a 
physical  agility  test  and  an  oral 
board.  The  written  exam  consists 
of  50  per  cent  questions  on  law 
enforcement.  The  other  half  are 
questions  of  general  knowledge. 
In  the  oral  board,  a number  of 
Security  officers  screen  the 
applicant  by  asking  him  questions 
pertaining  to  himself,  his 
background  and  why  and  how  he 
qualifies  for  the  position. 

The  applicants  are  then  rated  on 
a scale  of  one  to  100  with  their 
total  scores  averaged  out,  Kelshaw 
noted. 

ALTHOUGH  there  are  no 
non-whites  on  the  force  at  the 
present  time,  “We  welcome 
anyone  to  come  and  compete  for 
any  openings,”  said  Kelshaw. 
Anyone  who  passes  the 
requirements  and  receives  a 
sufficiently  high  score  will  be 
employed. 

“I  know  for  a fact  quite  often 
after  a student  has  worked  here, 
he  uses  our  department  as  a 
reference  in  applying  for  jobs 
elsewhere,  and  others  recognize 
his  job  as  legitimate  experience,” 
he  continued.

Increased  funding  for  federal 
Indian  programs  from  $613 
million  in  fiscal  1970  to  an 
estimated  $ 1 ,200  million  in  fiscal 
1973;  asked  Congress  to  join  in 
his  repudiation  of  the  termination 
policy;  signed  legislation  returning 
48,000  acres  of  sacred  land  to  the 
Taos  Pueblo  people,  requested 
Congressional  approval  of  & 
settlement  of  Alaska  land  claims 
which  would  confirm  native  title 
to  40  million  acres  of  land,  and  by 
executive  order  returned  21,000 
acres,  including  the  sacred  ground 
of  Mt.  Adams,  to  the  Yakima 
Indian  Nation  in  Washington 
State;  and  reorganized  the  Bureau 
of  Indian  Affairs  so  that  seven  of 
13  top  executive  positions  are 
held  by  Indians  (compared  to  one 
Indian  and  12  non-Indians  in  the 
last  Democrat  administration.) 

It  is  evident  from  these  few 
examples  that  McGovern’s  people 
have  not  done  their  homework  op 
the  accomplishments  of  this 
Republican  Administration.

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Present  ASBYU  Constitution 


The  final  draft  of  a 
newly-proposed  ASBYU 
Constitution  was  released 
Monday  by  ASBYU  President 
Bill  Fillmore. 

Fillmore  called  the  six-page 
document  a “significant 
improvement”  over  the  old 
constitution  and  urged  students 
to  consider  it  carefully. 

He  also  announced  voting  on 
the  constitution  has  been 
scheduled  for  Nov.  20-22  at 
machines  in  the  Wilkinson 
Center,  Helaman  Halls  and 
Deseret  Towers. 

An  open  forum  to  discuss  the 
new  document,  is  scheduled  for 
Nov.  15  at  12  noon  in  321 
ELWC,  Fillmore  added. 
Members  of  the  ASBYU 
Constitutional  Revision 
Committee  will  be  there  to 
answer  student  questions,  he 
said. 

Fillmore  explained  the  voting 
will  be  on  the  whole 
constitution  and  will  not  be 
done  section  by  section.  The 
all-or-nothing  voting  was 
selected,  he  said,  because  the 
issue  is  “not  whether  the 
constitution  is  perfect  but 
whether  it  is  a significant 
improvement  over  the  old 
constitution.” 

Fillmore  said  it  was  critical 
enough  students  vote  on  the  new 
document.  To  pass,  the 
proposed  constitution  must  be 
approved  by  a majority  of  25 
per  cent  of  the  number  of 
students  voting  in  the  last 
ASBYU  general  election. 

In  other  words,  about  2,100 
students  must  vote,  and  a 
majority  of  those  must  approve 
of  the  document  for  it  to  go  into 
effect  next  semester,  said 
Fillmore. 

Presented  below  is  an  open 
letter  to  the  student  body  from 
the  Revision  Committee.  The 
old  constitution  is  presented  on 
this  page  and  the  new 
constitution  on  page  nine.

THE  CONSTITUTION  OF  THE 
ASSOCIATED  STUDENTS  OF 
BRIGHAM  YOUNG  UNIVERSITY 


PREAMBLE 


We,  the  Associated  Students 
of  Brigham  Young  University,  in 
order  to  promote  the  interest  of 
the  student  and  exercise  the 
power  delegated  by  the 
University  administration,  do 
ordain  and  establish  this 
constitution  for  the  Associated 
Students  of  Brigham  Young 
University. 


ARTICLE  I.  THE  STUDENT 
ASSOCIATION 


All  full-time  students  shall  be 
members  of  the  student 
association.  Students  may 
present  any  grievances  against 
administrative  or  ASBYU  action 
before  the  Executive  Council 
which  may  take  such  action  as  it 
deems  proper.  Membership  in 
the  Freshman,  Sophomore, 
Junior,  Senior,  and  Graduate 
Classes  shall  be  determined  by 
the  University  administration. 


ARTICLE  II.  GOVERNMENTAL 
STRUCTURE 


Section  I.  The  Executive  Council 


The  Executive  Council  shall  be 
composed  of  the  president, 
vice-presidents  of  the  student 
association,  and  the  freshman 
class  president. 


legislative  power  herein 
granted  shall  be  vested  in  the 
Executive  Council,  which  shall 
make  all  laws  necessary  and 
proper  for  the  executive  of  the 
powers  granted  it  by  this 
constitution. 


We  the  members  of  the 
ASBYU  Constitutional  Revision 
Committee  are  pleased  to 
present  to  our  fellow  students 
today  the  final  draft  of  the  new 
proposed  constitution.  We  have 
spent  the  past  two  months  in 
transforming  a student 
constitution  that  we  found 
outdated,  unclear, 
self-contradictory,  and  in  some 
areas  grossly  deficient,  into  a 
consistent,  comprehensive,  and 
flexible  document  that  conforms 
to  the  unique  realities  of  our 
University.  We  feel  that  it 
represents  quite  an  improvement 
over  the  current  constitution, 
especially  in  the  clear  and 
comprehensive  definition  of 
powers  and  the  authority 
relationships  of  the  Executive 
Council  and  the  student  courts, 
as  well  as  the  overall  change 
towards  consistent  and  more 
effective  policies  and 
procedures. 

We  would  urge  all  our  fellow 
students  to  read  and  seriously 
evaluate  this  new  constitution  so 
that  you  might  cast  a responsible 
vote  on  the  week  of  November 
20th.  We  strongly  recommend 
its  adoption  as  a much-needed 
change  to  make  student 
government  more  relevant  and 
more  serviceable.

6.  All  resolutions  and  bills  of 
the  Executive  Council  which 
shall  be  enacted  (with  the 
exceptions  of  initial 
constitutional  amendments 
and  impeachment 
proceedings)  must  receive  a 
simple  majority  approving 
vote. 


7.  The  Executive  Council  shall 
by  law  provide  for  the  case 
of  impeachment  and 
removal  of  any  elective 
officer.  Such  action  must 
receive  the  approval  of 
three-fourths  of  the 
Executive  Council. 

8.  The  Executive  Council  shall 
create  such  inferior  courts 
for  the  administration  of 
justice  as  it  deems  proper, 
subject  to  the  approval  of 
the  Supreme  Court. 

9.  The  Executive  Council  shall 
enact  no  ex  post  facto  laws. 

10.  The  Executive  Council  shall 
determine  its  own  rules  of 
order  and  procedure. 

1 1 . Each  member  of  the 
Executive  Council  shall 
make  appointments  of 
officers  necessary  to  the 
execution  of  the  duties  of 
his  particular  office. 

1 2.  Questions  of  divisions  of 
duties  among  the  members 
of  the  Executive  Council 
shall  be  decided  by  the 
council.  The  council  may 
establish  administrative 
organs  by  law. 

13.  Each  member  of  the 
Executive  Council  may 
receive  additional 
assignments  from  the 
council.

PREAMBLE 


We,  the  Associated  Students  of 
Hrigham  Young  University, 
ec ognizing  as  the  ultimate 
rource  of  our  authority  the 
Hoard  of  Trustees  of  this 
nstitution,  in  order  to  promote 
he  general  goals  of  the 
university  community,  render 
those  services  necessary  and 
j iroper  to  our  fellow  students, 
J md  harmonize  in  both  purpose 
f md  principle  with  the  Church  of 
lesus  Christ  of  Latter-day  Saints, 
do  ordain  and  establish  this  the 
ASBYU  Constitution. 


\RT1CLE  I. 

IHE  STUDENT  ASSOCIATION 

All  full-time  students  of 
Brigham  Young  University  shall 
be  members  of  the  Student 
Association  (Associated 
Students  of  Brigham  Young 
University). 

ARTICLE  II. 

LEGISLATIVE  POWERS 

Section  I.  Definition 

The  legislative  powers  herein 
igranted  shall  be  vested  in  the 
Executive  Council,  which  shall 
make  all  laws  necessary  and 
proper  for  the  execution  of  the 
powers  granted  by  this 
Constitution.  The  Executive 
Council  shall  be  composed  of  all 
elected  officers,  and  shall  be 
presided  over  by  the  ASBYU 
President. 

1 Section  II.  Powers  and  Duties 

\A.  A quorum  of  the  Executive 
Council  shall  consist  of  a 
majority  of  the  elected  officers. 
\A  majority  vote  of  the  quorum 
present  shall  be  necessary  to 
enact  all  resolutions  and  bills. 

B.  The  weekly  meetings  of  the 
•Executive  Council  shall  be  open 
to  members  of  the  Student 
Association,  ^with  the  exception 
i of  those  meetings  declared 
“ Executive  Session”  by  the 
ASBYU  President.  Any  member 
tof  the  Student  Association  has 
the  right  to  present  a legitimate 
matter  before  the  Executive 
Council  according  to  the  rules 
and  procedures  established  by 
the  Council. 


C.  The  Executive  Council  shall 
: be  required  upon  the  initiative 
: of  the  students  to  vote  on  any 
: bill  bearing  the  signatures  of  one 
: per  cent  of  the  members  of  the 
: Student  Association. 

D.  The  Executive  Council  shall 
be  required  to  submit  to  the 

iStudent  Association  for 
referendum  any  bill  bearing  the 
; signatures  of  five  per  cent  of  the 
members  of  the  Student 
! Association.  All  such  bills  shall 
: become  law  with  a concurring 
majority  vote  of  those  students 
. voting. 

E.  Initiation  of  impeachment 
proceedings  against  a member  of 
the  Executive  Council  shall  be 
effected  by  either  of  the 

‘ following  actions: 

1.  Submission  to  the 
Attorney  General  of  a 
petition  carrying  the 
signatures  of  at  least  five  per 
cent  of  the  Student 
Association,  or 


~2.  A majority  vote  of  all 
members  of  the  Executive 
Council,  excluding  the  officer 
being  impeached. 

F.  All  impeachment  proceedings 
will  be  presided  over  by  the 
Chief  Justice  of  the  Supreme 
Court,  prosecuted  by  the 
Attorney  General,  and  tried  by 
the  Executive  Council.  An 
impeached  officer  shall  be 
removed  only  by  a three-fourths 
vote  of  the  Executive  Council, 
each  member  casting  one  vote, 
excluding  the  person  being 
impeached. 

G.  The  preparation  of  the 
Student  Association  budget  shall 
be  the  responsibility  of  the 
outgoing  Executive  Council, 
subject  to  modification  and  final 
approval  by  the  incoming 
Executive  Council. 

H.  The  Executive  Council  shall 
establish  financial  policies  and 
procedures  consistent  with  those 
of  Brigham  Young  University, 
with  the  exception  that  all 
books  and  records  reflecting 
ASBYU  budgets  and  financial 
transactions  shall  be  available  for 
inspection  by  any  member  of 
the  Student  Association  at 
reasonable  times  and  under 
reasonable  circumstances. 

I.  Unless  re-enacted  by  the  new 
Executive  Council,  all  laws 
enacted  by  the  outgoing 
Executive  Council,  except  those 
concerning  appropriations  of 
ASBYU  funds  and  election 
prodedures,  shall  expire  60  days 
following  the  election  of  the 
incoming  Council. 

ARTICLE  III. 

EXECUTIVE  POWERS 

Section  I.  Definition 
The  executive  powers  herein 
granted  shall  be  vested  in  the 
elected  ASBYU  officers. 

Section  II.  Powers  and  Duties 

A.  The  ASBYU  President  shall; 

I . Be  the  official 
representative  of  the  Student 
Association,  responsible  for 
the  general  coordination  and 
administration  of  all  phases 
of  student  government,  and 
shall  exercise  all  executive 
power  not  otherwise  specified 
in  this  article. 

2.  Preside  over  Executive 
Council  meetings,  and  be 
responsible  for  preparation  of 
the  agenda. 

3.  Have  authority  to  veto 
resolutions  or  bills  passed  by 
the  Executive  Council.  Such  a 
veto  can  be  overridden  by  a 
t w o-  thir ds  vote  of  the 
Executive  Council. 

4.  Have  authority  to  call 
special  sessions  of  the 
Executive  Council. 

5.  Have  authority  to  call 
general  convocations  of  the 
Student  Association  and

6.  Have  authority  to  veto  a 
program  or  activitiy  of  any 
office.  Such  a veto  shall  be 
overridden  by  a petition 
signed  by  two-thirds  of  the 
Executive  Council  and 
submitted  to  the  ASBYU 
President. 


7.  Make  appointments  to  fill 
vacancies  in  the  Executive 
Council,  with  the  consent  of 
two-thirds  of  the  Executive 
Council. 

8.  Appoint  the  Justices  of 
the  Supreme  Court,  Judges  of 
inferior  courts,  and  the 
Attorney  General  of  the 
Student  Association,  with  the 
consent  of  two-thirds  of  the 
Executive  Council. 

9.  Form  a committee 
consisting  of  the  outgoing 
ASBYU  President,  the

10.  Make  appointments  to 
student  vacancies  on 
university  committees,  with 
the  consent  of  two-thirds  of 
the  Executive  Council.

11.  Administer  Student 
Association  elections  and 
referendums. 

B.  The  Executive  Vice  President 
shall  assist  the  ASBYU 
President,  preside  over  the 
Executive  Council  in  his 
absence,  and  shall  become 
ASBYU  President  in  the  event 
that  the  office  is  declared  vacant 
by  a three-fourths  vote  of  the 
remaining  Executive  Council 
members. 

C.  The  Vice  President  of 
Academics  shall  be  responsible 
for  supplementing  the  academic 
program  of  the  university  by 
providing  the  students  increased 
opportunity  for  academic 
growth  and  advancement. 

D.  The  Vice  President  of 
Athletics  shall  be  responsible  for 
the  promotion  of  student 
support  of  and  participation  in 
various  athletic  events. 

E.  The  Vice  President  of  Culture 
shall  be  responsible  for  activities 
which  promote  cultural  growth 
and  appreciation,  including 
programs  of  student 
participation. 

F.  The  Vice  President  of  Finance 
shall  be  responsible  for  the 
preparation  and  supervision  of 
the  budget  of  the  Student 
Association. 

G.  The  Vice  President  of 
Freshman  Involvement  shall  be 
responsible  for  programs  to 
inform  and  involve  freshmen  in 
university  activities.

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Heath  Calls  Price  Freeze 

LONDON  — Prime  Mininster  Edward  Heath  clamped  a 90-day  freeze 
yesterday  on  wages  and  prices  in  his  Conservative  government’s  bid  to 
curb  Britain’s  runaway  inflation. 

He  told  a packed  House  of  Commons  the  freeze  will  apply  to  wages, 
prices,  rents  and  dividends  subject  to  a “limited  number  of  exceptions.” 

The  prime  minister  said  he  will  rush  through  Parliament  a bill 
empowering  the  government  to  take  action,  but  the  freeze  will  take 
effect  immediately. 


Peace  talks  to  resume 

WASHINGTON  - Secretary  of  State  William  P.  Rogers  predicts 
secret  peace  talks  with  the  North  Vietnamese  will  resume  in  the  near 
future,  but  a final  agreement  on  a Vietname  cease-fire  probably  is 
“several  weeks”  away. 

Meanwhile,  the  North  Vietnamese  chief  negotiator,  Xuan  Thuy,  said 
the  Communists  would  agree  to  another  “final”  meeting  if  conditions 
are  right.  “The  questiqn  is  seriousness”  on  the  part  of  the  United 
States,  he  added. 


Policemen 
stop  hijack 

TOKYO  (AP)  — Policemen 
hidden  on  a Japan  Air  Lines 
DC-8  ended  a hijack  yesterday 
by  seizing  a masked,  armed  man 
eight  hours  after  he  had 
comandeered  a smaller  JAL 
plane  with  121  passengers. 

The  hijacker  released  the 
passengers  and  three 
stewardesses  from  the  Boeing 
727  he  had  taken  over  during  a 
domestic  flight  after  airline 
officials  had  loaded  $2  million 
onto  the  DC-8  fora  13,000-mile 
flight  to  Cuba. 

BUT  WHEN  he  boarded  the 
larger  plane,  holding  his  pistol 
on  the  three-man  crew  from  the 
727,  and  began  looking  for 
policemen,  one  policeman 
jumped  him  from  behind  with 
six  others  coming  to  his  help. 
The  hijacker  was  subdued 
without  a shot  being  fired. 

Police  identified  the  man  as 
Tatsuji  Nakaoka,  47,  an 
unemployed  Japanese  who  had 
been  living  in  Los  Angeles  with 
his  wife  and  three  children. 


EPA  posts  new  regulations 

WASHINGTON  - The  Environmental  Protection  Agency  yesterday 
proposed  regulations  to  permit  maintenance  or  replacement  of  major 
anti-pollution  devices  on  automobiles  tested  for  compliance  with  1975 
standards. 

The  proposals,  of  major  significance  to  both  auto  manufacturers  and 
future  car  owners,  would  allow  one  replacement  of  a “catalytic 
converter”,  a new  anti-pollution  device  now  under  development  for 
most  1975  cars. 

It  would  also  allow  three  replacements  of  “exhaust  gas  recirculation” 
systems. 


Train  Fire  Kills  29 

FUKU1,  Japan  - Fire  broke  out  early  yesterday  aboard  an  express 
train  as  it  was  traveling  through  an  eight-mile  tunnel. 

Twenty-nine  persons  were  killed,  most  of  them  by  the  smoke. 


POLICE  SAID  Nakaoka,  who 
holds  a permanent  U.S. 
residence  certificate,  told  them 
he  was  fed  up  with  life  in  the 
United  States,  but  didn’t 
elaborate.  They  added  he  told 
them  he  felt  a hijacking  would 
be  easier  in  Japan  than  in  the 
United  States. 

Associates  in  Los  Angeles  said 
Nakaoka  had  been  involved  in  a 
variety  of  business  areas  and  was 
known  as  a promoter.  He  had 
connections  in  the  sporting 
goods  field. 

Police  said  Nakaoka  carried  a 
suitcase  and  shoulder  bag  with 
another  50  bullets,  33  pounds  of 
nitroglycerine  in  each,  black 
powder  and  a parachute. 


A human  avalanche 


Santiago  jammed  as  strike  ends 


SANTIAGO,  Chile  (AP)  - 
Chileans  overflowed  buses, 
jammed  stores  and  bumped  into 
each  other  on  Santiago’s 
yellow-tiled  sidewalks  yesterday 
to  mark  the  end  of  Chile’s  worst 
strike  in  history. 

“We’re  expecting  an  avalanche 
of  shoppers,”  said  the  owner  of 
a downtown  men’s  store  as  he 
unlocked  his  establishment, 


closed  nearly  a month  during  the 
nationwide  strikes. 

Some  stores  opened  early  to 
meet  the  expected  rush  of 
workers,  who  received 
mandatory  100  per  cent  pay 
increases  during  the  strikes  to 
keep  up  with  a doubling  of  the 
cost  of  living  this  year. 


The  only  remaining  signs  of 
the  crippling  strikes,  which 
included  the  shutdown  of  stores 
and  shops  and  the  halting  of 
truck  transport  and  work 
stoppages  by  doctors,  were  the 


army  sentries  posted  at  filling 
stations. 

Gasoline  was  in  short  supply 
and  rationed  during  the  strikes 
which  began  Oct.  10  when  the 
truckers  went  out. 

“It’s  going  to  take  a couple  of 
days  to  get  gasoline  supplies 
back  to  normal,”  said  a filling 
station  employee. 

The  strikes  ended  Sunday 
night  after  Chile’s  new  interior 
minister,  Army  Gen.  Carlos 
Prats,  and  strike  leaders  reached 
an  accord.

Thursday.  But  some  Indians 
threatened  to  blow  up  the 
building. 

The  actual  staying  order  had 
not  been  issued  by  5 p.m.  MST 
yesterday,  but  counsel  for  the 
government  and  the  Indians  told 
newsmen  its  main  terms.  The 
court  clerk  confirmed  such  an 
order  was  being  prepared. 


“The  government  is  going 
retake  that  building  and  as  soon  H a 
the  Indians  comply,  the  better 
they  will  be,”  Judge  Pratt  said.

DENVER-Ron  Tree,  BYU 
linebacker,  has  earned  Western 
Athletic  Conference  Defensive 
Player  of  the  Week  honors, 
announces  Stan  Bates,  WAC 
commissioner. 

Tree,  a two-year  letterman, 
“personally  wrestled  Wyoming 
into  submission,”  according  to 
Bates.  He  made  14  tackles, 
deflected  a pass  and  intercepted 
another  in  BYU’s  33-14  victory 
over  Wyoming. 

“We  wish  we  had  a dozen  with 
his  attitude  and  desire,”  said  Dick 
Felt  who  coaches  the  BYU 
defensive  secondary.  “He  has  a big 
heart,  but  he’s  a tough  player.

Tree  made  four  tackles  for 
minus  yardage,  four  unassisted 
and  six  assisted  tackles,  as 
Wyoming  was  limited  to  two 
yards  per  carry  on  the  ground.

WAC  title  picture  as  a result  of 
the  victory  over  Wyoming. 

A native  of  Heber  City,  Tree  is 
the  second  member  of  his  family 
to  play  football  at  BYU.  His 
father,  J.  Marion  Tree,  won 
Skyline  Conference  honors  as  a 
halfback  in  1948. 

Tree  narrowly  edged  Utah’s 
converted  quarterback,  Steve 
Marshall,  now  a free  safety,  for 
the  honor.  Marshall  helped  the 
Utes  in  a 28-27  comeback  win 
over  Arizona  with  a 68-yard  pass 
interception  return  for  a score.  He 
also  made  seven  unassisted  and 
ten  assisted  tackles. 

Other  nominees  for  defensive 


honors  were  Mike  Shaw  of  New

“Hunter  is  a disciplined  player,” 
said  Coach  Edwards.  “He  runs  the 
pass  patterns  exceptionally  well.” 

August  thinks  Hunter’s  greatest 
asset  to  the  team  is  “his  ability  to 
adjust  to  different  pass 
coverages.”  “We  seem  to  know 
what  each  of  us  is  going  to  do,” 
he  added. 

Hunter  came  to  BYU  because 
his  father  is  LDS  and  because  he 
was  offered  a “good  scholarship.” 
“I  didn’t  come  to  BYU  at  first, 
because  I was  kind  of  a late 
developer,”  Hunter  explained.

SAIGON  (AP)  Enemy  gunners 
shelled  Pleiku  air  base  in  the 
central  highlands  yesterday  but 
elsewhere  action  was  light  as 
Vietnamese  on  both  sides  of  the 
war  seemed  to  await  today’s  U.S. 
presidential  election. 

FIELD  REPORTS  said  20  to  30 
high  explosive  rockets  and 
mortars  hit  Pleiku  air  base  in  the 
second  significant  shelling  there  in 
less  than  a month.  First  reports 
said  three  government  troops  were 
wounded  in  one  area  of  the  base. 

The  North  Vietnamese  accused 
the  Nixon  administration  of 
jeopardizing  the  draft  peace 
agreement  worked  out  in  secret 
last  month. . 

THE  HANOI  newspaper  Nhan 
Dan  accused  President  Nixon  of  a 
“breach  of  faith”  in  speeding 
deliveries  of  war  materials  to 
South  Vietnam. 

It  also  complained  of  intensified 
B52  bomber  strikes  in  both  North 
and  South  Vietnam.  It  .said  such 
acts  “run  counter  to  the  spirit  and 
contents  of  the  concrete 
provisions  of  the  agreement  which 
should  have  been  signed  by  now. 
They  also  threaten  the  breaking  of 
the  agreement.” 

U.S.  MILITARY  sources  said 
Monday’s  B52  raids  against  the 
North  struck  closer  to  Hanoi’s 
heartland  than  any  since  a raid  in 
April  during  full-scale  bombing. 

The  eight -jet  Stratofortresses 
struck  156  miles  south  of  Hanoi 
as  part  of  an  effort  to  check  a 
North  Vietnamese  buildup  of  war 
material. 


CBS  strike 
continues 

NEW  YORK  (AP)  — Severed 
cables  prevented  the  televising  of 
the  New  York  Jets-Washington 
Redskins  football  game  Sunday, 
the  third  day  of  a strike  by  1 ,200 
cameramen,  technicians  and 
engineers  against  the  Columbia 
Broadcasting  System. 

THE  STRIKE  also  forced  the 
cancellation  of  the  network’s 
“Face  the  Nation”  interview 
program  when  Vice  President 
Spiro  T.  Agnew  and  Democratic 
presidential  candidate  George 
McGovern  declined  to  cross  picket 
lines. 

Most  other  network  programs 
went  on  as  scheduled,  with 
supervisors  manning  cameras  and 
performing  other  technical  duties 
normally  handled  by  the  striking 
members  of  the  Radio  and 
Television  Broadcast  Engineers, 
International  Brotherhood  of 
Electrical  Workers. 

The  Jets-Redskins’  game  was  to 
have  been  carried  by  90  stations 
outside  the  metropolitan  area. 
Instead,  the  stations  received  the 
Chicago  Bears-Detroit  Lions’ 
game. 


SUPERVISORS  discovered  the 
severed  cables  about  an  hour 
before  the  kickoff.  When  they 
tried  to  bring  other  cables  from 
trucks  parked  outside  Shea 
Stadium  a scuffle  broke  out  with 
some  of  the  75  pickets. 

Police  arrested  three  persons 
they  described  as  CBS  technicians.
